FINE FOR ALTA LOMA 


May we point to voters in Alta 
Loma as setting a good example 
in seeking to provide a long 
range solution to their school 
classroom problems. They ap- 
proved a bond issue for $125,000 
last week — with only two dis- 
senting votes! Such a strong 
endorsement by voters in a com- 
munity is seldom recorded. 
Planned with the money are the 
purchase of a new school site 
and an addition to the present 
facilities. In such an emphatic 
vote, residents in the commun- 
{ty said: “School board mem- 
bers —, we know more class- 
rooms will be needed and the 
time to get a site is when the 
land is available at a decent 
price. So, here is the money for 
the site and additional funds to 
build the classrooms as need- 
ed.’’ 

All of which places a tre- 
mendous responsibility wpon the 
school board members. Never- 
theless, it is better for the vot- 
ers to provide funds and to pro- 
vide the facilities when needed. 
This is an example for all voters 
in the Chaffey district. 


REPUBLICAN MAJORITY 


Upland is in a rare position — 
politically. 

It does not happen in many 
California communities but it 
happens here; there are more 
people registered Republican 
than Democratic. Upland and 
Redlands are the only two ‘‘Re-. 
publican” cities in the county. 
From a Republican standpoint, 
there can also be a boast that 
more ‘people joined the G.O.P. 
party since the primaries than 
registered Democratic. We can- 
not. boast very loudly, however, 
for in the Cucamonga-Alta Loma 
area are more Democrats than 
Republicans and that is. also 
true in Ontario. Eyen in his- 
toric Etiwanda, there are more 
Democrats than followers of the 
GOP. 

You can read the details. else- 
where in today’s paper, but in 
summary here is the registra- 
tion by local communities, ‘the 
Democratic figure. being first, 
followed by the Republican re- 


gistration:

‘More downtown property own- 
ers than ever today favor for- 
mation of the parking assess- 
ment district — but that may 
not take care of a trivial legal 
technicality which could bring 
to an end the proceedings. 

Upland. city councilmen are 
faced with a decision tonight 
but before they have a chance 
to decide, there is likely to be 
a lengthy discussion among at 
least four attorneys over half 
a dozen parcels of land. The 
question concerns who had the 
right to sign the initiative peti- 
tion seeking to form the park- 
ing district. In a few cases, 
there was a change of owner- 
ship. Land owners at the time 
the petition was circulated sign- 
ed, but due to an odd legal 
provision, it could. be they had 
no right to sign; maybe it had 
to be signed by the person 
whose name was on the pro- 
perty tax roll as of March 1, 
1955, rather than who happened 
to own the property early in 
1956. 

It will take time and perhaps 
the courts to help decide that 
one.

In Upland elementary schools 
today are 294 more students than 
at this time a year ago, according 
to the average daily attendance 
(ADA) figures from the office of 
Superintendent Harold W. Cook. 

At the end of the first month 
of school, the ADA was 1,934 as 
compared with, 1,640 at the same 
time in 1955. 

While many students are at-

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Petition May 
Not Be Valid 
Due To Names 


Actual formation of a parking 


assessment district today faces 


several legal obstacles. 

When and if further action will 
be taken is unknown, even though 
the Upland city councilmen may 
tonight conclude the public hear- 
ing, At least four attorneys will 
be present to argue various 
points and a way may be found 
for approval of the district. 

At least, Ray Current, Los An- 
geles attorney engaged by the 
city to give special legal counsel 
in the proceedings, advised City 
Engineer Harold Wilder yester- 
day the initiative petition may 
not be legal. At issue is the fact 
that a few parcels had different 
owners at the time of the 195-556 
tax rolls were prepared and in 
1956 when signatures were oOb- 
tained from property owners. 

The petition specifies that the 
signatures represent. owners of 
property on the most recent tax 
rolls (1955-56) and thus the new 
owners were not qualified to sign, 
according to information given 
Mr. Wilder by the special coun- 
sel. 


The law sets up the percentage 
of required property to be rep- 
resented on the petition — and 
even as much as one 50-foot-lot 
would make a difference in favor 
of the strong legal standing of 
the document, according to Mr. 
Wilder. 

Optimism was expressed, how- 
ever, that in further legal con- 
ferences a way might be found 
for Mr. Curran’s firm of Gibson, 
Crutcher & Dunn to certify to 
the legality of the proceedings. 

Ready for discussion of the 
matter tonight will be City At- 
torney Henry M. Busch, Mr. Cur- 
ran, Wm. Walk and Arlo E. 
Rickett, attorney for Mrs. Lee 
Wallace and. other protestants. 
Mr. Rickett challenged the sig- 
natures following the public hear- 
ing Oct: 4. 

Since the public hearing two 
weeks ago, several property own- 
ers at that time filed protests, 
have since withdrawn their pro- 
tests, 

If it were not for the possible 
legal complication, it is possible 
the city councilmen would com- 
plete the hearing and decide 
either to form the district or to 
reject the petition. If satisfac- 
tory legal opinion supports the 
present petition, the normal 
course will be followed. 

Even though more owners of 
downtown property than ever are 
in favor of forming the district, 
the procedure cannot be followed 
to its normal conclusion without 
a sufficiency of legal signatures 
on the initiative petition, Mr. 
Curran advised Mr. Wilder. 

Mr. Walk, attorney for the pe- 
titioners, was advised of the situ- 
ation yesterday by Paul G. Hot- 
tel, leader in the parking pro- 
gram. 

It may be possible for the 
council to form the district by 
action tonight, then take the 
matter to court for a legal de- 
termination of the time element 
involved in various signatures.

244 cubic feet capacity each, 54 
regular and 18 reserve, 
under pressure, pipes oxygen in- 
to every patient’s room in the 
hospital. The system is so set up 
to a 300 pound pressure, correla- 
ted with temperature and humi- 
dity, the reserve bank automati- 
cally cuts in to replenish the sup- 
ply.

Letter From Mrs. 


The Upland News has, in an 
editorial, urged the Council of 
the City of Upland, to adopt a 
parking program heard at their 
last Council meeting. The Up- 
land News argues that the Up- 
land business center will be 
blighted if the parking plan is 
not adopted. 

The protestants to the present | 
parking plan for the City of Up- 
land recognize that off-street | 
parking is necessary for a heal- 
thy business center. However, 
the parking area must grow with 
the growth of the business cen- 
ter. The present plan before the 
Council of the City of Upland will 
provide inadequate parking for 
certain areas of the business cen- 
ter at the present time, but pro- 
vides for no means by which the 
parking area can be expanded. 
In fact the present plan, if adopt- 
ed, would freeze the off-street 
parking to what is now proposed 
for the next 14 years, The result 
of such an action will be to pre- 
vent the growth of the Upland 


business center, and completely 
forestall the possibility of a 
booming Upland commercial 
area. 


The present plan for parking

program will be to prohibit fu- 
ture development of the Upland 
business center, and blight the 
possibility of a grand future for 
the heart of the City of Upland, 
which the proponents anticipate. 

The Upland News and the peo- 
ple who are urging the present 
parking plan, obviously Delieve 
that the parking they are pro- 
viding will cause the Upland 
business district to boom. How 
ever, they are taking the short- 
sighted and personal view only, 
and are, in fact, tieing the Up- 
land business district up in knots 
so that it cannot, as it grows, 
provide needed off-street park- 
ing. 

The opponents of the present 
plan, therefore, are convinced 
that the proposed parking dis- 
trict is not in the interest of the 
City of Upland, for the reason 
that it will blight the business 
area, and prevent the provision 
in the future of adequate off- 
street parking that will be needed 
if the business district blooms 
into a thriving vital shopping 
area, The Upland News is taking 
a “penny-wise’’ and ‘*pound-fool- 
ish” attitude.

vision whereby planning commissioners can require that a 
successful applicant for a zone change must actually develop 
the property within a stated time or the property will revert 
to the original zoning, 


This proposal seems logical. 


Once a master plan is adopted, these zones should pre- 
vail — unless there are good reasons for changes. Admittedly, 
changes will occur and citizens sitting around a table in the 
City hall today cannot foresee the future developments. With- 
out a doubt, experienced commercial developers, with huge 
gums to invest, know more about planning for certain projects 
than do lay people. And so, there will be need from time to time 
to make changes in our zoning plan. 


Most people, however, do not look upon “speculative 
zoning” as in accordance with solid community planning. 
Such a type of zoning occured recently in a very close vote 
by the Upland planning commission for property on Mountain 
Ave. at Arrow Hwy. On the other hand, if applicants for a 
major change in the niaster zoning plan can present definite 
commitments for a certain development, and definite figures 
showing a need for that development, there may be very good 
reason for changing the master plan. 


It could be that a new business center is just the thing 
for Mountain Ave. — eventually. We think the zone change 
was too hastily approved however, that it was highly spec- 
ulative and very contrary to the commission's established 
policy of making changes in the master plan.

Gold was found in abundance 
a little later on in nearby sec- 
tions of the coast. Just, across 
from Juneau a small village still 
remains, but it is inactive. At 
one time it is reputed to have 
had a population of more than 
fifteen thousand souls. A splen- 
did steel bridge spanned the bay 
and the people were prosperous. 
More than eleven million dollars 
in gold was taken from a spot 
on that island, then it faded out. 
That bridge is now used only for 
the few who cross over to the 
city for work in the industries 
there. 

‘Mining is not the principal in- 
terest in Juneau now, for it is 
the official city of the territory 
and its Capitol. Yet the Tread- 
well Mining Company is credited 
with taking out more than sixty- 
eight millions in gold from a 
nearby mine. This has been an 
important and growing center 
ever since the coming of Juneau 
and Harris. It is the official cen- 
ter and the Governor lives here. 

This Capitol city now has a 
population of more than 9000 peo- 
ple, and is still growing. It is 
claimed that the population dou- 
bles every 10 years, and one can 
believe it. Motor roads lead out 
from the city, and one connects 
with the great Highway running 
from British Columbia to White- 
horse. Buses pick up the school 
children and bring them into the 
city where there is a good system 
of education. Foundations have 
been poured for a new High 
School which will soon be com- 
pleted at an estimated cost of two 


million dollars. A motor road also: 


leads out to the Mendenhall Gla- 
cier, some 15 miles away, That 
road passes through the main 
business section of the city, on 
past the Air Port and by the 
Lake. Planes land here enroute 
to the great northwest and to 
such cities as Seward, Anchorage 
and Kodiak. 

Rain seems to fall easily in 
that land. A resident of Juneau 
told me they can expect as many 
as 30 days in the summer when 
the ‘sun shines. In the winter, 
which is much longer, they ex- 
pect'as many as 40 days of seeing 
the sun. I asked how the people 
adjust themselves to so much
